ALLEGED VICTIM AND GEORGE "JOSH* 



I was awakened at 6:00 a.m. on June 23, 1990, by Dee Slate, the Camp Director. 
He told me he had a serious matter to dtsucss with me, a possible sexual 
molestatior^ase^te related that he was awakened by one of his camp staff 
members, BPiXSO^B, a few minutes earlier and told that George "Josh" Kastura 
had fondled him in the gential area while he was asleep in Kastura's trailer. 

I talked with H^^^^Hand he indicated that at about 5:00 a.m. while he was 
asleep that Kastura had fondled him on the penis, fjlll indicated that he 
shared a double bed with Kastura. The background of this incident was that 
they had been talking until about 1:00 a.m. in the trailer and that becoming 
sleepy Kastura had invited them to stay rather than go back t^heir tent in 
the staff housing area. After Kastura had stopped fond! ing, got up and 
reported the incident to the Camp Director, Oee Slate. 

jj^BB^^ was also in the trailer and told me that bill wa^qiven 

a choice of where to sleep, on a single cot alone or with Kastura. SljlB said 
he would stay on the double bed with Kastura. They went to b ed at about 1:00 
a.m. The incident was alleged to have happened at 5:00 a.m. BSflhad removed 
his wet outer clothing, keeping his underwegj^^^rior to retiring. Both he 
and Kastura were under the same blankets. ^ W SS j s 
unusual during the night.

I had Dee Slate awaken Kastura, in the meantime sending B5I down to the 
kitchen area of the camp. Kastura denied touching the boy. He told me he met 
him last year at camp and had invited him back to be a staff member this year. 
He said he has had boys stay in the trailer at other times during opening and 
closing of camp when conditions were crowded. 

I told Kastura that he would have to leave camp as soon as he could pack up. 

The boy called his home, actually his grandmother's because his home has no 
phone, but could not reach anyone. He the^x^Qg^ns Scoutmaster who in turn 
contacted the boy's father. The father , » called and talked with 

the boy and myself. He said he would be up as soon as possible. ^H^^H 
arrived at about 11:00 a.m. and after a short discussion with myself and Qee 
Slate, took his son home. 

On June 25, I reported the incident to Protective Services, State of Michigan, 
to a 8etty Kates in the Adrian Office. She indicated that she would assign a 
caseworker and would notify law enforcement.
